Arepresentative meeting of 
the ratepayers in the proposed 
new school district west of Mir- 
rov took place last Tuesday af- 
ternoon at Harvey Crutehfield’s 
place three miles from Mirror, 
and with the exception of one 
objection itavas the unanimous 
wish of the meeting that the 
district be formed, Thelimits 
of the district as approved by 
the minister of education in- 
clude the following lands, viz. : 
The N. } of sections 13, 14, 15, 
16, and sections 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 
26, 27, 28, 33,34, 35 and 36, in 
township 40, range 23, west of 
the 4th meridian. This takes 
in the whole of West Mirror 
district with some additions on 
the west and south. 

At the meeting on Tuesday 
13 signed the declaration in 
favor of forming a_ district, 
while one voted against, and 
another refused to vote either 
way. Theresult being favor- 
able the meeting proceeded to 
elect trustees and five names 
were submitted, viz. : ny s: 
Crutchtield, W. H. MacLaren, 
C, Wolferstan, J. E. MacLaren, 
and Mrs. W. Eccleshall. At the 
close of the poll the three first 
mentioned were declared elect- 
ed as the trustee board for the 
new district. 

A discussion followed as to 
the location of the school, and 
while the question is yet unde- 
cided it was suggested that it 
be on the south-west corner of 
the south-east 4-26-40-23-w. 4th, 
which is a Hudson Bay quarter 
belonging .to Bennett Bros. 
The type of building also came 
up for discussion and the cen- 
sus of opinion was that a sub- 
stantial school be built, prefer- 
ably of cement blocks, but this 
matter, as well as the location 
of the school was left in the 
hands of the new board for fur- 
ther investigation as to cost, 
ete. The board will endeavor 
to secure the sanction of the 
department of education at 
once, and will proceed with 
their work of getting the nec- 
essary information in connec- 
tion with the school. 

The new district willbe known 
as the “Hickling School Dis- 
trict,” in memory of the late 
Harry Hickling, who was a for- 
mer resident of the district,and 
who was killed while serving 
everseas, 

W. H. MacLaren acted as 
chairman, and C. Wolferstanas 
secretary of the meeting on 
Tuesday.

Off Chilean Coast 

Santiago, Chile-—Only six persons, 
including two passengers, out of a 
total of 322 on board the Chilean 
steamship Itata were saved when the 
vessel sank off the Chilean coast near 
Coquimbo, 

The steamer sailed from Coquimbo 
with 250 passengers aboard.

Dominion May Become Largest Auto- 
mobile Exporting Country in the 
World # 


“It is predicted that within a decade 
Canada will be the greatest automo- 
bile exporting country in the world,” 
says The Industrial Digest, New York. 
“Several of the world’s largest produc- 
ers of motor vehicles, according to re- 
cent reports, are now handling all 
their export business from the Domin- 
ion, While the largest individual manu- 
facturer of motor cars has for some 
years filled all orders for the British 
Dominions and possessions from his 
plant on the Canadian side of the St. 
Clair River. 

“With a population of about 9,000,- 


400,000 automobile and-trucks. A de- 
cade has: witnessed an increase in au- 
tomobile ownership of twenty fold. 
While such a phenomenal advance is 
not to be expected again, continuous 
replacement of motor vehicles is as- 
sured. Within the next ten years, 
Canada will offer a home market for 
more than 500,000 motor vehicles for 
replacement purposes only. In that 
time, it is believed the market will 
expand its demand from 50,000 to 60,- 
motor vehicles per annum, which it 
now offers, to beyond 100,000 motor 
vehicles. In the automobile manufac- 
turing concerns alone employment is 
given to about 8,000 wage earners and 
-1,200 or 1,500 salaried hands. Wages 
paid total about 710,000,000 and salar- 
ies about $3,000,000. Manufacturers 
of automobile > supplies pay salaries

Persian Lamb Fur 


Original Karakul Sheep Come From 
Central Asia 

The fur commonly known as Per- 
sian lamb is taken from young Kara- 
kul lambs, The common practice is 
to kill the lambs when but a few 
days old, as the character of the 
curls deteriorate with greater age.

The Persian lamb fur used in this 
country is produced in Central Asia, 
chiefly in the Khanate or principality 
of Bokhara, situated between ‘Turk- 
estan on the north and Afghanistan 
on the south, though a few Karakul 
sheep are kept In the territory ad- 
joining Bokhara. The term “Persian” 
seems to have become attached to 
this class of fur because of the fact 
that at one time it was sent to 
Europe through points in Persia. 
The Karakul sheep takes its name 
from Kara Kul (black lake) a village 
in the eastern part of Bokhara. 

It appears that the foundation of 
the present ~ fur-bearing sheep was 
the early native Arabi. The blood 
of the Arabi has been disseminated, 
and in common with that of the black 
Dandahar, produces the sheep kept in 
the vicinity of the village from which 
Karakul derives its name. 

The name Karakul is sometimes 
written Caracul. It is pronounced 
Kar-a-kool, with the major accent on 
the last syllable.

To Secure Good Class of Settlers 


Amendments to Immigration Act 
May be Introduced Next Session 


If the proposition of the Federal 
Government is complied with by the 
provinces, after necessary negotia- 
tions, a system of co-operation will be 
evolved in respect to the immigration 
problem which may obviate duplica- 
tion of effort. At the-present time, 
several provinces have immigration 
agencies in the Old Country operating 
distinetly from those of the Dominion 
Government. What is considered to 
be the more acceptable plan is that 
the Federal Government confine its 
activities to securing the immigrants 
overseas and transporting them to 
Canada, leaving the allocatfon to the 
provinces, 

A sub-committee of the. Cabinet 
is dealing with#the question gener- 
ally, and itis very likely that, at the 
next sesison of Parliament, the Immi- 
gration Act will be revised. Varia- 
tion in the existing restrictions will 
be a matter for-consideration in the 
meantime. 


The great demand is for British im 
migrants, and plenty of them are 
available. The unfortunate part of 
the situation, however, is that the 
class ready to come to Canada are 
not those either disposed to go on the 
land or likely to make good if they 
went there. Rather, they are of the 
artisan class, whose coming would 
only tend to aggravate the existing 
problem of unemployment in the ur- 
ban centres. 


As regards the Scandinavians, they 
are industrious and a desirous type of 
immigrants, but the difficulty is that 
in their country any propaganda for 
emigration is prohibited and infrac- 
tions are penalized. There remains 
Central Europe, but while there are 
many from these countries who have 
made good’in Canada, prejudices be- 
gotten by the war are an obstacle to

A good class of immigrants, with 
a steady flow, are coming from the 
United States, where 17 Canadian 
immigration agencies are in operation.

A Progressive Dairy District 

One of the most progressive dis- 
tricts in Canada is that of Lake St. 
John, Quebec, reports the Dominion 
Dairy and Cold Storage Branch. The 
people in the district depend largely 
on dairying and hog raising.

In the spring of this year 
the provincial dairy inspectors had 
organized testing centres comprising

Insects Cause Trouble to Gardeners in 
Various Parts of Canada 

The Entomological Branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
dealing with the insect conditions in 
June, report the grape leaf hopper 
particularly active in the Niagara dis- 
trict; the tent caterpillar especially 
numerous in the Maritime Provinces 
and fairly so throughout Canada; the 
Bud moth unusually abundant in Nova 
Scotia, Ontario and British Columbia; 
the gooseberry borer busy in Southern 
Quebec; ‘the Measuring worm giving 
trouble in British Columbia orchards; 
the Currant Sawfly and Spanworin 
heard from in Quebec and Ontario; 
the Strawberry Root Worm causing 
injury in Southern Ontario; the Straw- 
berry Weevil showing vitality in the 
Marilime Provinces and the Straw- 
berry Root Weevil (a different spe- 
cies) in British Columbia. Success- 
ful efforts are being made in Southern 
Ontario to check the activities of the 
Rose Chafer, but the Raspberry leaf- 
roller is unusually prevalent in 
Southern Ontario, where the San Jose 
seale is also in evidence. The Cank- 
er Worm is also noted in certain sec- 
tions of Ontario. As regards vege- 
tables, Cutworms are reported more 
numerous than usual, Flea Beetles are 
particularly injurious on potatoes, 
turnips, tomatoes, etc., and the Onion 
Maggot is exceptionally active in 


parts of Ontario, Quebec and British 
Columbia.

Memoirs of Lloyd George — 


British Premier Says All Profits From 
Book Will Go to Charity 

Premier Lloyd George has made it 
khown that all the proceeds of his 
forthcoming book will be devoted to 
charity. There has been much criti- 
cism in certain sections of the press 
over the propriety of the head of the 
Government writing in book form his 
Memoirs, containing official informa- 
tion, while he is still in an official 
capacity, and making money thereby. 
It was in reply to this that Mr. Lloyd 
George authorized a statement which 
Says: 

“There have been a large number 
of articles, pamphlets and books pub- 
lished from time to time, containing 
criticisms of his (the Premier’s) direc- 
tion of the war, some of them written 
for obviously partisan reasons and 
promulgated by partisan signs hostile 
to his Government. These publica- 
{ions contains distortions. of fact cal- 
culated to mislead the public. The 
Prime Minister feels impelled, there- 
fore, to publish at the earliest moment 
his account of the great struggle. 

“He already has made consider- 
able progress with writing his story 
and means to devote some part of his 
holiday to further prosecution of the 
work. The Prime Minister feels un- 
able to take any personal advantage 
for himself out of the story of the 
struggle and suffering of the nation 
during the Great War, and intends 
that the whole profits of his book 
shall be devoted to charities connect- 
ed with the relief of suffering caused 
by the war.”

Threshermen Must Display Card| 


Comply With Requirements in Refer- 
ence to Noxious Weed Act in 
Saskatchewan 
Threshermen should take notice, 
states Mr, M. P. Tullis, Field Crops 
Commissioner in the Saskatchewan 
Department of Agriculture, that they 
are still required to display a card 
containing the provisions of Section 
23 ‘The Noxious Weeds Act, in a prom- 
inent place upon the threshing ma 
chine all the time that it is in opera- 

tion,

confusion appears to have 
arisen over the fact that The Thresh 
ers’ Lien Act was amended at the re 
cent session striking out of Section 2 
the words “who has complied with the 
provisions of The Noxious Weed Act.” 
This section of the Threshers’ Lien 
Act covers those who have a lien upon 
grain threshed for the purpose of se- 
curing payment for threshing. This 
amendment has no bearing upon the 
application of Section 23 of The Nox 
ious Weeds Act, which is still in full 
force and effect. Threshermen 
therefore are advised to procure with 
out delay the necessary card from the 
Field Crops Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Regina, and affix it to 
their machines.
